We hau given them credit for 
more foresight, and a greater regard for 
their own future; and supposed th 
self-preservation would have induct 
them to act with some degree of fairncs 
and w ith some show of a disposition to 
represent the public.. But it appCJ 
that they are sacrificing the best interests 
of the colony, and outraging public sen- 
timent, merely to gratify their own con 
traded, antiquated, and jealous notions. 
The conclusion at which the public has 
arrived is, thai it is the intention of tin 
Assembly to legislate themselves into of- 
fice, — being afraid to submit their acts 
for public approval at a new election, or 
measure their qualifications with inde- 
pendenl citizens on the hustings.

Next morning His Excellency's pet ap- 
peared in its true colors, denouncing 
the "government policy," declaring the 
reply " insulting." and winding up with 
"An American, Thank God." This was 
followed by the few Americans, compar- 
atively with others, who have stores 
here, hoisting their national flag, and 
closing their doors for the day,— which 
was also done by the Germans and

English. In the evening there was a 
dinner in honor of the " great rebel," 
at which all the odicials lately from Eng- 
land, without mention of His Excellency, 
were toasted, and wound up the celebra- 
tion in jollity, which at one time threat- 
ened to be a tumult. On Thursday, not 
as advertisements, were republished the 
correspondence and proceedings of the 
meeting, with a proclamation "To the 



ticed. Taking it altogether, we believe 
His Excellency was justified in refusing 
to sanction the firing of a salute by pri- 
vate parties. Even if he was not, \ye 
cannot sec any substantial grounds on 
which to justify the manner in which he 
and the British population liuvu been 
treated since the refusal. Ducallowancc 
may be made for an impulsive and high- 
ly sensitive people, yet no excuse can be 
found for the insults, falsehoods, and 
threats, which have been cast on every- 
thing British. The charge that His Ex- 
cellcncy'sansworwas an insult is untrue : 
no more polite refusal could he return- 
ed, nor mine more in harmony with cus- 
tom. Consequently we must hold him 



him to be strictly in the line of Ids duty : 
and that no disposition was entertained 
to make them feel that they were aliens. 
Whatever insult has been given comes 
from the complainants. They made a 
request of His Excellency and were 
answered in the negative. Now if res- 
pect for him induced the committee to 
make the request, respect for him and 
themselves should have dictated a differ- 
ent course from that which was followed. 

The first error was in making the re- 
quest ; the last in the manner the ans- 
wer was treated. Why did they not ap- 
ply to a lawyer, or magistrate, if in 
doubt as to the right of friendly aliens to 
fire a salute on a national anniversary? 
Then if there was nothing against it. we 



July to eternity. But if thete was, no 
Englishman would desire the Governor 
to act the part of a despot, to make or 
unmake laws at will.

A very different Franchise bill is ex- 
pected from that now before the Assem- 
bly. The great difficulty is to fix on a 
qualification for a voter which will meet 
the views of all. This perhaps is impos- 
sible without compromise. All areready 
to admit that the right to vote sliould fol- 
low the capacity; but they differ very 
materially as to what should constitute 
capacity. Much can be said in favor of 
those who have no property as well as 
those who have ; and objections may be 
raised to both, and sound ones too. 
On the whole, however, we believe the 
only practical qualification, so far as har- 
monising the views of those who favor 
different qualifications, is the tax paying 
suffrage. This is sufficiently conserva- 
tive as well as progressive, — and in 
strict accordance with the soundest doc- 
trine of representative instructions, that 
laxation and representation should go 
together. Wc believe that all those who 
pay taxes on real or personal property- 
should be allowed to vote. Hence being 
purely a property qualification, we be- 
lieve no one can have any just fears of 
ultraisin. The substantial and settled 
portion of the people, those interested 
in conservative institutions, alone will 
have a voice in the government. To go 
beyond this, we would not support; and 
not lo go this far would be unjust. Tak- 
ing this view of the matter, the imposi- 
tion of a tax fur public improvements 
which are absolutely necessary should 
be imposed at once, and the tax paying 
suffrage adopted.

The Ear! of Carlisle had delivered a 
strong Anti-Slavery speech at a meeting 
at Leeds on the subject of Slavery. 

Mr. Barn urn had made his lirst appear- 
ance in London as a lecturer at St. James' 
Hall. The hall was crowded to execs 
and the newspapers generally speak flat- 
teringly of Mr. Barn urn's essay. His 
theme was " Money- Making." 

Capo of Good Hope dates are to Nov. 
20. The small-pox was decreasing. At 
Cape Town fifteen hundred deaths had 
occurred from it, principally among the 
colonial population. A serious drought 
was prevailing on the frontier. The 
Livingstone Expedition had been heard 
of up to Oct. \. 

There was a rumor that Lord Derby 
wishes Parliament to meet earlier than 
February. 

All the members of the Cabinet had 
been summoned to London for the pur 
pose of attending a council, at which the 
time for the meeting of Parliament w ill 
be fixed, and various matters of moment 
discussed. 

The Brussels Nord has a telegraphic 
dispatch from Constantinople, to the ef- 
fect that a fresh difference had naisen 
between Persia and England in relation 
to the Gjvcrnor of Herat. 

Prince Napoleon had appointed a 
Commission to report on the expediency 
of establishing a service of Fren< h steam- 
boats between Suez, the Island of Reun- 
ion, China, Cochin-China and Japan. 

A Madrid telegram of the Ib't ult., to 
the Daily News, says : 

" The Ministry declare that Spain will 
never sell Cuba, and protest against the 
insulting hypothesis to the contrary im- 
plied in the American President's Mess- 
age. Olozoga has brought forward a 
motion supporting the Ministerial decla- 
ration, which is unanimously approved." 

The Spanish Government is said to 
have addressed the Cabinets of England 
and Fiance on the subject of Mr. Bu- 
chanan's remarks in regard to Cuba. 

r Ihc slate of public feeling in Austrian 
Italy continued very unsatisfactory, and 
the army in the Lninbnrdo-Venetinn 
Kingdom had been reinforced by four 
regiments, and all the men who were on 
leave of absence had returned to their 
posts. 

The Glebe's Paris correspondent says 
that the news fjom every part of Italy 'is 
pregnant with alarm-

tal, that the Rt, Rev. Bishop De Mere 
was not on the Provisional Committee, 
they were curious to know the reason. 
From reliable authority we learn that no 
invitation lias been extended to him 
This scarcely agrees with the non-secta- 
rian character given to the institution 
and we know that many will refuse to 
donate till they learn the reason why he 
lias not been invited.

HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 

Met at 11 a . m., on Monday, Feb. 
22, 1859. 

Hon. Speaker informed the Rouse 
that Cap! , Daggett had kindly con- 
sented to act as clerk of the House. 
A message from His Excellency in re- 
ply to an address of the House re- 
questing him to ask the Gov. General 
of Canada to d« nate to the Assembly 
the statutes of Canada, 'etc.', 
will be complied wi.th ; another mes- 
sage also informed the House that the 
II. B. Co. were desirous of using the 
room now occupied by the House, 
and that orders had been given for the 
preparation ofanaparinientin the new 
Police building for the accommodation 
of the House. 

Mr. Skinner moved that the bill to 
"Quiet Alien Land Titles," he read 
first lime. [Passed*] 

Mr. Skinner moved second reading 
of " Game Bill." [Passed.] 

Mr. Pemberton moved second read- 
ing by title of the bill for the incor- 
poration of Victoria Steam Na\ tgation 
Company. (Passed.] 

Mr. McKay moved second reading 
of a hill entitled " An Act to consti- 
tute the Coin of the U. S. a Legal 
Tender/' 

Mr. Yates gave notice of an amend- 
ment in Committee to the bill making 
the value of an American dollar 50 
pence sterling. 1 Passed second read- 
ing..! 

Mr. McKay moved that Registra- 
tion of Voter's Bill be read third time 
by title. [Passed final reading.) 

Mr. Skinner moved the third read- 
ing of License Bill. [Passed.] 

Hon. Speaker — Mr. Skinner's mo- 
tion for an address to His Excellency 
praying information as to whether the 
Indians had been paid for their lands, 
and how much per mile, is now he- 
fore the [louse. 

Mr. Yates (bought it a very neces- 
sary motion. One that the House 
should adopt in order to learn wheth- 
er the Indians had been paid in full 
or in part. A chief and his three 
sons declare that they have only re- 
ceived three blankets each for several 
miles of land in Victoria district, and 
that they now made claim to the lands. 

Mr. Pemberton opposed the ad- 
dress; thought it putting the Execu- 
tive to unnecessary trouble. Those 
who wished information could refer 
to maps, etc., in Surveyor's depart- 
ment. 

Mr. McKay could not support it. 
All the information was in the Blue 
Book. 

Mr. Skinner thought that the pub- 
lic should have the information with- 
out going into li e Surveyor's office 
to consult the records. As for the 
Blue Book be could never get a sighl 
of it. 

.Mr. Pemberton moved in amend- 
ment the rejection of the notice. 
[Carried. | 



Mr. Vales moved that an address Committee. 



to Mis Excellency to ask the Home 
Government !-> >end out a Commiss- 



ion to investigate the affairs of the 
colony before the 11. B. Co. were re- 
leased from their responsibility, be 
now adopted. His reasons for mov- 
ing the address were that LI. 1>. Co. 
were demanding a large surnfrom the 
Home Government on account of the 
colony, for outlays for which we have 
had no return. In justice to the col 
onythisclaimouglitto be investigated 
The Commission would also make in 
quiries as to the future of the Island; 
and on the whole be thought that tin 
investigations would result greatly to 
the advantage of the colony. 

Mr? Skinner seconded the motion, 
though he believed a Commission was 
on the way here now; but saw no 
disadvantage in passing the motion. 

Mr. Pemberton differed as regards 
the Home Government appointing th< 
Commission. He had full confidence 
in His Excellency, ;;ncl [bought il 
could safely be left to the Governor, 
and moved an amendment according- 

Mr. McKay seconded amendment, 
and concurred with the last speaker, 

Mr. Yates opposed the amendment 
entirely. He wanted the Commiss- 
ion appointed in England. The pub- 
lic wanted an honest, an impartial 
Commission, and without il would be 
dissatisfied ; and thought if the House 
wished the support of the people il 
would be necessary to adopt the mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Skinner was in favor of the 
motion. Even if it had no other ef- 
fect it would show that the House 
was alive to the interests of the colo- 
ny. 

[ Amendment lost . Motionpassed . | 

Mr. Skinner asked the Speaker 
Whether the Indian killed last week 
bv Frcezy was seized in the town and 
carried dverto the reserve? 

Hon. Speaker said he believed so. 
The King of the Indians had tried and 
convicted the Indian of murder previ- 
ous to his execution. 

Mr. McKay said that they . sked the 
police to do so ; but il was consider- 
ed best to let them alone. 

Mr. Skinner thought it horrible 
barbarity, and that an end should be 
pul to such act's; 

Hon. Speaker said ho told Fnezv 
thai he would be strung up ;il the 
first favorable opportunity, lie 

would give notice of an address hi 
(lie Governor in relation to Indian 
reserve. He would advise I he selling 
of reserve; thai the proceeds bo bor- 
rowed by the Colonial Government, 
and the interest for ten years be ap- 
propriated for the benefit of the Indi- 
ans ; that the second ten years tire 
interest be at the rate of one half less, 
and al the expiration of last- leu years 
both capital and interest shall go lo 
the colony. 

Mr. Yates saw very lit lie difference 
in that from what he had proposed, 
lie would discuss it when before the 



House highly approved of leasing the 
Indian "reserve as suggested by His 
Excellency. 

Mr. Yates thought the reserve had 
better be sold at once, and the Indi- 
ans removed. There was a public 
meeting talked of for the purpose of 
taking measures for their removal. 
He would enquire when the. Franchise 
Hill would come before the House? 

Hon. Speaker — Next Tuesday. 

Mr. Yates would ask its rejection, 
as he thought it perfectly disgraceful. 

Adjourned till Tuesday r xt.
